A COLORED HERO OF TWO 
HOTEL FIRES LOSES HIS LIFE 
AFTER RESCUEING 15 PER¬ 
SONS. 


After rescueing 15 persons from 
the burning St. George Hotel, 
thus savings their lives, Mr. Julius 
Malone lost his life in his attempt 
to rescue another, a lady, that he 
supposed to be upon one of the 
upper burning floors. Mr. Malone, 
who was engineer of the building, 
took charge of the elevator, and 
began the work of rescue as soon 
as the alarm of fire was sounded. 
Visiting each floor, and by assuring 
the panic stricken guests that 
all would be rescued, he did what 
he could to allay the panic. Taking 
a hysterical lady in his arms, he 
brought her down several flights 
of stairs to safety. Believing that 
there was another lady on one of 
the upper floors of the burning 
building, he ordered the elevator 
boy to make another upward trip; 
the upper floors being a mass of 
flames, the boy refused to make 
the trip, and deserted the elevator. 
At this the proprietor and others 
pleaded with Malone not to make 
the attempt; but he insisted upon 
making the trip to save a woman 
he supposed to be on the burning 
floor. On reaching the fire-swept 
story the elevator stuck, forcing 
him to make his way down as best 
he could. Being overcome by heat 
and smoke, on all fours he dragged 
himself down the stairway to the 


main floor, his clothes having been 
burned off. He was hurried to 
the hospital and died shortly after 
his arrival. 

Mr. Malone had been in the em¬ 
ploy of Mr. Lesser, the proprietor, 
for 23 years and came with him to 
this city from Birmingham, Ala., 
two months ago. He was 38 years 
of age and leaves a father and 
mother in Alabama. 

Mr. Malone was in a hotel fire 
once before and displayed the same 
heroism that cost him his life. He 
was the favorite of every person 
about the hotel being in every way 
trustworthy. Mr. Lesser gave him 
a burial in keeping with his beau¬ 
tiful ilfe and pronounced a fitting 
eulogy upon his career at his grave. 
The funeral obsequies were con¬ 
ducted by Rev. R. H. Wade. 

In telling of the heroes that the 
catastrophe produced, the daily 
papers had but little to say about 
Malone, although his heroic deeds 
were well known to their repre¬ 
sentatives. But Malone was a 
Negro and had played a manly 
role; hence, could find no place in 
the columns of the daily papers 
as such. Their space being reserv¬ 
ed to exploit the deeds of Negroes 
that tend to discredit the race.

GOT IT DOWN FINE 

Any occupation diligently fol¬ 
lowed tends to sharpen the facul¬ 
ties and to increase efficiency in 
that line, at least. Some time ago 
we read of a white gentleman who 
had reduced chicken stealing to 
a fine art. His modus operandi 
was as follows: He would drive 
up to a hen house in a two-horse 
wagon, chloroform the whole bunch, 
and in about ten minutes they 


would be ready for loading on the 
wagon; and so on to enough hen¬ 
houses to complete his load. Ne¬ 
gro crap-shooters in certain rural 
districts have likewise discovered 
short cuts in their line, we are 
told. They experienced again and 
again that when twenty-five or 
thirty of them—all Negroes—would 
sojourn “to rattle de bones," they 
would hardly get into the game 
before an officer would happen 
along and arrest all of them. 
They also discovered that when¬ 
ever one or two young white men 
of the community would be taking 
part in the game, the chances were 
ten to one that no officer would ap¬ 
pear on the scene at all. And now, 
shrewd Negro crap-shooters in that 
and similar communities, never 
go off for a game without getting 
three or four young white men to 
take part in the game. That 
mascot hardly ever fails to bring 
immunity to the gang. The world 
moves, but the Negro will gener¬ 
ally be found somewhere along in 
the procession."—Dallas Express.

ENCOURAGING RACE 
DISCRIMINATION 


The practice of certain Negro 
papers to advertise every case of 
race discrimination, by long mean¬ 
ingless editorials describing them, 
is doing more to encourage race 
disufiminatioTr than could be done 
by the most ardent Negro hater. 
As a general thing the average 
Negro is too sensitive and goes 
around continually with a chip 
on his shoulder. 

The thing to do when people 
show that they don’t want your 
trade is to quietly go elsewhere, 


The practice of advertising such 
refusals merely calls it to the at¬ 
tention of other business firms, 
and lays the foundation for fur¬ 
ther discrimination. If a person 
don’t want you to visit his house, 
keep away and have the good sense 
to keep your mouth shut and don’t 
belittle yourself by telling it to 
every one you meet. 

If the space some of our news¬ 
papers are using to advertise busi¬ 
ness houses who don’t want the 
Negro trade, had been devoted, 
during the last campaign, to urging 
the people to vote and work against 
the office holders, who are respon¬ 
sible for discriminating against our 
girls at the nurse training school 
of the County Hospital, they might 
have been of some real benefit to 
the race. The nurse training school 
at the County Hospital is a public 
institution supported by public 
taxation, and belong alike to all 
citizens; on the contrary a mercan¬ 
tile establishment, while catering 
to the public, is the private pro¬ 
perty of its owners. While we 
have the right, and ought to have 
the manhood, to contend for that 
which belongs to us in common with 
other people, we ought to be too 
discreet to say to every man we 
meet, that, that business man over 
there don’t want our trade and we 
are mad about it. 


THE SQUARE DEAL FOR THE 
NEGRO 


The old Levy Cafe at 3rd and 
Main streets which has been closed 
up time without number for dis¬ 
orderly conduct, under a new name 
is again running full blast. Had 
the proprietors been Negroes, the 
present administration would have 
seen to it that its doors remain 
permanently closed. There are 
constant and numerous complaints 
from colored hotel proprietors that 
their places are raided periodically 
to secure evidence of disorder, so 
that there would be reason for 
closing them. Owing to these fre¬ 
quent raids, their business, al¬ 
though legitimate, is destroyed. 
As a consequence they will be com¬ 
pelled to go out of business unless 


there is a let up of the persecution. 
No police officer ever dares to go 
in a big hotel and break in the doors 
in search of disorder. It is only 
hotels run by Negroes that are 
made such victims. The present 
administration seems to think that 
colored men ought not to go into 
business. 


NEGROES TO RE CUSSED OUT 
OF THE STREET DEPART¬ 
MENT 


A few days ago a man in an auto¬ 
mobile, desiring to run his machine 
in near the curb where a street 
sweeper was sweeping, ordered him 
to move his scraper out of the way. 
The colored sweeper not moving as 
quickly as he thought he should 

he cursed him for “A black s-” 

The sweeper feeling incensed at the 
ungentlemanly reference to him 
replied sharply. The boss, Mr. 
Quint, who witnessed the whole 
affair, premptorially dismissed the 
sweeper giving his place to a white 
man. We understand that men 
are only dismissed from the depart¬ 
ment when charges are filed against 
them, the same being sustained. 
If the case had been the reverse, 
no one believes that the sweeper 
would have been discharged. It 
may be the part of a scheme to 
take even the job of street sweep¬ 
ing from the Negroes.

BLOOD ON THE MOON 


NEGROES OBJECT TO SOCIAL 
EQUALITY 


Some people are warned when 
they see blood on the moon, 
others are not. The horrible deed 
which destroyed a Vigrinia court 
startled the whole country and 
stunned the community. But the 
people who witnesses so great a 
horror in their midst had ample 
opportunity to see signs enough 
to cause alarm before the deed 
occurred. There had been failure 
to enforce law, and the spirit of 
outrage had been encouraged by 
winking at crime or looking the 
other way when an influential 
law-breaker rode by. A member 
of Congress who boldly defended 
or apologized for “moonshining” 
was re-elected session after session. 
In a word, the community and 
local government sowed to the 
wind of lawlessness and reaped a 
whirlwind of their sowing. 

It is to be observed also that 
officials throughout the South have 
too often readily yielded to mobs 
when hunting for the life of Negro 
offenders. They have permitted 
these men to be taken out and 
hanged or riddled by bullets. And 
this is wdiat the outlaws did with 
the court itself, mobbed it on the 
spot. It was a frightful deed, 
but the bolt did not come from a 
clear sky. Time and again the 
warning has been sounded that 
encouraging mob law was a dan¬ 
gerous experiment. How danger¬ 
ous the whole country now knows. 
Anybody can see blood when it 
runs as it did at Hillsville, but why 
not see the signs of an evil day be¬ 
fore it comes? —The Advance. 


“Down in Louisiana when young 
white women finish the Normal 
course they are allowed to have 
their “tryout” in Negro schools, 
and if they succeed pretty well as 
teachers, they are then given 
places in white schhools. The Ne¬ 
groes down there are objecting to 
having white women teach in Ne¬ 
gro schools, as it looks so much 
like “social equality.” The ar¬ 
rangement reminds one of a device 
that was resorted to in a family 
mentioned by Mr. Lincoln. One 
member of this family, Jake, was 
crippled in the brain, or mind. 
In fact, Jake was a harmless idiot. 
The family lived on poke salad 
generally, and sometimes a strange 
weed would be brought in and they 
could not tell Twas poisonous or 
not. In a case like that they would 
cook the weed, but before allow¬ 
ing the family to eat it they would 
“try” it on Jake. If Jake survived, 
the entire family dined on the new 
dish. The Louisiana pedagogic 
method seems to regard the Negro 
as the Jake of the family.—Dallas 
Express.
